Soon after, 
tli ss creeks—which had been dry water- 
courses for twenty years—became perma- 
m nt streams, and have so continued to 
tli present time. 
Tlie explanation offer- 


ed to account for this phenomenon is that 
u I irge proportion of tlie rainfall former- 
ly taken up by the gum-trees and evapo- 
r.iied now finds its way to the streams. 


In 1870, two or three eminent British 


nn teorologists expressed 
a belief in a 


"< vcle of seasons" of about eleven years 
in length. 
During these eleven years a 


pi iiod of heat and drouth occurs, usually 
of three years'duration—that is to say, 
tli.- drouth recurring in three successive 
hummers. 
According to this theory, the 


l.i'i three summers should have been very 
lint and dry : but Mr. G. T. Kynes calls 
ntti-ntion to the fact that they have been 
cold and wet, and from this concludes that 
su, Ii predictions are at best mere scien- 
tiln: guesses, and when put forth as proph- 
ecies often disappoint those who rely 
n;i -ii them, while they create a false im- 
pr siion in tlie public mind as to what is 
ntt lin.ihlc in the present state of meteor- 
ological science. This conclusion, dc- 
(lu ed in England, is equally applicable 
to ibis country. Valuable as is the ser- 
v'n • now rendered by meteorology, it 
pi messes as yet no reliable data from 
wii.ch to forcast the wc-ithcr of years, of 
sj i ,rms, or of months.

THE UTILITY OF STUDYIKQ LATUT, 


In 
The Catifornian 
for November, 


Prof. Martin Kellogg, of the University 
of California, makes a vigorous protest 
against the decrying of Latin as a dead 
language the study of which is of no prac- 
tical value, and shows its utility for two 
important purposes : for the best under- 
standing and use of the English tongue, 
and for language drill and mental train- 
ing. 
We quote from the first part of his 


paper: 


Latin is exceedingly useful to the 


student of English. 
It is unnecessary to 


recall here the origin and elements of our 
composite tongue. It is a "Germanic" 
tongue, in its ground-work and main 
jointings. 
But the Norman conquest 


superimposed upon English a great mass 
of words of Latin origin. 
Other Latin 


words had come in before that conquest; 
many have been introduced by learned 
and scientific men in the more recent 
centuries. It has been said that thirty 
per cent, of our English words are direct- 
ly or indirectly from the Latin. The per- 
centage docs not matter ; we know that 


large and very important side of our 


language is Latin. 
In one sense, this is 


the side of greatest importance. 
While 


the hinge-words of our sentences, the 
words of feeling, and the words of home- 
ly every-day life, are chiefly Anglo-Sax- 
on, the words of intellect and of intellec- 
tual life are largely from the Latin. 
We 


need not explain how this came about; 
we are simply to accept the fact, not to 
quarrel with it. 
Doubtless the English 


could have thrown off' its rich Latin 
drapery ; but having acquired so valuable 
a possesssion, it chose to keep it. 
Or, 


we may say, Anglo-Saxon is the warp of 
our English, but Latin makes a large 
jart of the woof. 
Breadthwise as well as 


lengthwise, the language might have 
jeen woven of one kind of material ; but 
English thought and science appropriated 
;ladly the offered treasures from without 
and made thus a more varied, delicate, 
ind affluent speech than would otherwise 
lave been possible. 
We find words of 


ntcllect shaped, discriminated, enriched 
>y the finer uses of two millenniums ago, 


rom the ancient world to the modern: 
rom the people who carried law and gov- 
ernment and culture to a permanent 
domination over the elder Europe, to the 
jeople whose branching stocks were to 
contribute most to the advancing civiliza- 
tion and the marvelous life of the present 
age. 
The English-speaking people have 


accepted the boon. 
Our thinking men 


express themselves very largely in Latin- 
English words. 


But can we not get all the Latin-En- 


glish, as we do most of the Saxon-En- 
jlish. by absorption, not 
by special 


study f 
Much comes that way. The 


very men who scorn Latin as a dead lan- 
guage are using Latin in their strongest 
denunciations of its study. 
Business 


men use Latin : especially when they are 
making up the ten words of a telegram. 
It gives body to political platforms, when 
they treat of republican institutions, pop- 
ular sovereignty, reciprocity, 
revenues, 


currency, and the like. 
It is heard in 


town meetings and party caucuses. 
It 


sounds in the shouts of the excited mob. 
Mob is a Latin word. 
It would be in- 


teresting to stop and see the, great 
amount of Latin in the speech of com- 
mon life, as well as in current popular 
writing. We cannot stay for an illustra- 
tion of these facts. But we are compelled 
to notice that this Latin-English is often 
incorrectly used. 
The ludicrous blund- 


ers of speech are largely made on the 
Latin side of our tongue. 
The common 


schools give a good language training, so 
far as it goes; but this training does not 
go far enough for the needs of the 
scholar, the public speaker, tbe author, 
and the journalist. 
Words are subtle 


things, laden with an almost mysterious 
power. They have grown out of all hu- 
man thought and human experience, and 
these have been infinite in scope and 
variety. If a single man could be called 
"the 
myriad-minded," how much more 


the long roll of superior men, and the 
vast populations who have fashioned and 
used the words which we inherit. Lan- 
guage is not an easy thing to compass; it 
has heights that are not climbed without 
toil, depths tbat are not sounded by a 
careless plummet. 


How shall w« acquire a better knowl- 


edge— the best knowledge—of our En- 
glish words? 
By a careful study of 


words. We can study them as we hear 
them from good speakers. We can study 
them in the dictionary. But the dic- 
tionary—even the unabridged—is chiefly 
for definitions of present use. It helps 
only partially to a historic knowledge of 
words. 
The best meanings of words are 


got from their histories. 
Words that 


seem to mean the same thing may really 
be quite dissimilar. 
The public speaker 


or writer needs an accurate use of words; 
and the most accurate distinctions are 
obtained by going to the originals. True, 
a word may have swerved from its prima- 
ry sense: that is a liability of human 
speech. 
But the great majority of the 


words of intellect retain something ol 
their first meanings. 
So-called syno- 


nyms are not exact equivalents. 
In dis- 


criminating between them, there is no 
starting point so sure as their origina 
meanings. 
Disregard of these takes 


away all bold on the nicer distinctions 
Exa'ct use is helpful for the force of 
speech, as well as for its adornment. The 
most direct and truthful expression o; 
thought will have the greatest weight 
and the most vivid and truthful word- 
picturing will do the most to charm am 
win the hearer or reader. 
So I say, let 


the man who would use the best English 
study carefully its Latin 'side. 
I an 


quite sure that the best speakers am 
writers' cannot afford to neglect thi: 
study.

A Funeral Addreu by Kabert G. iDfferaoIl 


In a remote corner of the Congressio~na 


Cemetery, the other day, a small grouj 
of people with uncovered heads ranged 
around a newly opened grave. They in- 
cluded Detective and Mrs. George 0. 
Miller, and family and friends, who had 
gathered to witness the burial of tbe for- 
mer's bright's little son Harry. As tbe 
casket rested upon the trestles, there was 
a painful pause, broken only by the 
mother's sobs, until the undertaker ad- 
vanced toward a stout, florid-complex-' 
ioned gentleman in the party and whisper- 
ed to him. This gentleman was Col. Kob- 
ert G. Ingersoli, a friend of the Millers, 
who attended the funeral at their request. 
He shook his head when the undertaker 
first addressed him, and then said sud- 
denly : "Does Mr. Miller desire it?" Th?. 
undertaker gave an affimative nod, Mtv 
Miller looked appealingly toward ihe 
noted orator, and then hastily Col. Inger- 
soli advanced to the side of tbe grave, 
made a motion denoting a desire for si- 
ence, and in a voice of exquisite cadence, 
delivered one of his characteristic eulo- 
gies for the dead. The scene was in- 
:ensely dramatic. A fine drizziling rain 
was falling, and every head bent and 
every ear turned to catch the impassioned 
words that fell from the lips of the speaker. 
Jol. Ingersoli was unprotected by either 
lat or umbrella, and his invocation thrill- 
ed his hearers with awe, each eye that 
tad previously been bedimmed with tears 
irightening, and sobs becoming hushed. 


l. Ingersoli said : 
MY FBIENDS: I know how vain it is 


;o gild a grief with words, and yet I wish 
,o take from every grave its fear. Here 
n this world, where life and death are 
equal kings, all should be brave enough 
o meet what all the dead have met. The 
uture has been filled with fear, stained 
nd polluted by the heartless past. 
From 


he wondrous tree of life the buds and 
ilossoms fall with ripened fruit, and in 
he common bed of earth the patriarchs 
.nd babes sleep side by side. 


Why should we fear that which will 


ome to all that is ? We cannot tell, we 
o'not know, which is the greater bless- 
ng—life or death. We cannot say that 
eath is not a good. We do not know 
whether the grave is the end of this life 
r the door of another, or whether the 
ight here is not somewhere else a dawn. 
Veither can we tell which is the more for- 
unate—the child dying in its mother's 
rms before its lips have learned to form 
word, or he who journeys all th > length 
f life's uneven road, painfully taking the 
ast slow steps with staff and crutch.

CHEWING GUM.—Forty thousand dol 


lars' worth of chewing gum is gathered in 
"the State of Maine every year. In Ox 
ford county is a man who makes it hi: 
business to collect spruce gum. Ever 
year he buy,s from seven to nine tons 
The gum is found chiefly in the region 
about Umbagog Lake and about the 
Rangely lakes. A number of men do 
nothing else in the winter season except 
collect gum. With snowshoes, ax, and a 
sheboygan, on which is packed the gum, 
they spend days and nights in the woods. 
The clear, pure lumps of gum are sold in 
;heir native state, the best bringing one 
loltar per pound. Gum not immediately 
nerchantable is refined by a peculiar pro- 
:ess. Sieve-like boxes are covered with 
spruce boughs, on which is placed the 
»um. Steam is introduced underneath. 
|he gum is melted, is strained by the 


, and then passes into warm water, 
it is kept from hardening until tbe 


:er takes iY-tewt, draws itjnto-sticks, 


and wraps it into tissue paper, when it is 
ready for market. 


The guni meets, with a ready sale. 


There is not a village, town, or city iu 
Maine where it is not in demand. One 
dealer last year sold fourteen hundred dol- 
lars' worth. 
In the large mill cities 


[;um has a free sale. In Biddeford, Lew- 
istown, Lawrence, and Lowell, the factory 
jirls consume large quantities. 
It is said 


that in the lumber camps gum is used as 
a means of extending hospitality. 
After 


meal time the host fills his own black 
clay pipe, and hands it to his guest. 
Later, clear lumps of spruce gum are 
placed before tbe visitor, and he is asked 
lo take a chew. Maine produces forty 
thousand dollars' worth of gum in a year, 
some of which finds its way to this market, 
from which it is distributed to the various 
outlying factory villages, where, as stated 
>efore, it is in good demand. 
Spruce 


rum is adulterated, and those who adul- 
:erate take the trouble to fashion the 
jieces of gum to appear like those taken 
n a pure state from the trees. The in- 
gredient of adulteration is supposed to 
>e the gum of the pine tree.—Providence 
Journal. 


—A few years ago no one would have 


licked out Arkansas as a promising field 
or temperance work, but during the last 
ew months a large amount of such work

DAMAGES AOAIINBT Iii^vo 


—The most remarkable excise cases pro- 
jably ever tried in tbe State of New 
York, came before Judge Barnard last 
week in the Supreme Court at Goshen. 
They are believed to be without parallels 
in legal history and they grew out of the 
fierce excise war that has been waging in 
the town of Montgomery, where at one 
time hotels were closed to travelers, 
pumps were chained up, and private 
houses had to be opened for the accom- 
modation of transient visitors and others 
whose business called them to the town. 
One of the cases was against Charles 
Kaune, of the village of Montgomery, 
and the other against John Bowman, of 
the village of Walden. They were brought 
in the names of Samuel Giles and George 
Crist, overseers of the poor of the town. 
Kanne was sued for $13,400 or 268 pen- 
alties of $50 each, while Bowman was 
charged with 348 offenses against the ex- 
cise law, and was sued for penalties 
amounting $17,400. The trial proceeded 
before the court without a jury. 
About 


fifteen witnesses were sworn, these being 
about half of those present. No witnesses 
were sworn for the defense. 
The testi- 


mony given by nearly all of the witnesses 
was that they had procured drinks at de- 
fendants' places under various names, 
such as "white wine," "SchencU beer," 
"ginger pop," "ginger ale," etc., and 
when pressed they admitted the same to 
be apple whiskey and lager beer. Judge 
Barnard awarded damages against, Bow- 
man to the amount of $1,000, and againsl 
Kanne to $500. Bowman's costs will add 
about $300, and Knnne's will be propor- 
tionately large. As soon as the intelli- 
gence reached Montgomery there was 
great rejoicing over the result. Other 
similar cases are to follow these.

King. The decision referred to in no 
manner affects the validity of the law pro- 
hibiting the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors as a beverage in thi 
State. In fact,' so far as is now known 
the decision affects no enactments of th 
Legislature that are of any special im 
portance."

freezing to Dra<h. 


There is an old story extant that if one 


will cover themselves entirely up with 
snow they can not freeze to death, bul 
protected from the outer air the warmth 
of the body will be sufficient to sustain 
the vital spark. There is also another 
superstition to the effect that if one were 
to meet a bear, and, looking the shaggy 
monster straight in the eye, 
ivalk up to 


him he will turn tail and run. 
Both ex- 


periments are of a somewhat dangerous 
as well as disagreeable character, a fact 
which doubtless accounts for their not be- 
ing tried and tested by the general pub- 
lic. 


That there is at least sufficient latent 


icat in snow to prevent death from freez 
ing while entirely surrounded by it, 
Frank White, of this city, who returned 
a day or two ago from a long trip into 
;he Indian country, is willing to testify. 
Mr. White had an experience, which ah 
;he mineral wealth of Leadville could not 
;empt him to repeat. It was on the 
Jrand river, where tbe snow has recently 
'alien to a very great depth. The weather 
was somewhat murky when he started to 
return, but he relied upon a tolerably 
;ood prairie, and that unknown quality 
ermed good luck, to get back belore the 
snow fell in any very large quantities. 


In both of these lie was sadly deceived, 


as the freezing flakes which began to fall 
on the second day out soon obliterated 
iverything save the most bold and readi- 
y recognized landmarks. On the fourth 
lay he was lost in the storm and at last 
bund shelter in a little clump of cottou- 
wood trees, the thickness of 
whose 


iranches in a measure protected the 
[round. The night had turned bitterly 
md intensely cold, and to his dismay he 
bund that in his tramp his match-safe 
md fallen from his pocket and was not to 
>e found. For an instant it seemed as 
hough nothing but a frozen death await- 
ed him, for he knew well that to spend 
;he night where he stood or even to tarry 
here motionless any great length of time 
would surely be fatal. 


Already the colored lights, that are a 


mre forerunner of death by freezing, be- 
;an to flicker his eyes, and he felt that 
le must take desperate chances for exist- 
ence. 
It was then that it occurred to him 


hat he had somewhere heard of the latent 
ieat in snow, as the last resource of freez- 
ng men. He did not stop long for de- 
iberation, but began, with benumbed fin- 
[ers, to burrow in the huge white bank 
head of him. In a few moments he had 
ixcavated a hole of considerable size, 
nd drawing his blankets tightly around 
im, he crept in. 
After a time his boch 


)egan to grow more comfortable anJ his 


]&r hands regained their sense of 


eeling. Then he grew sleepy, but as yet 
ared not close his eyes, fearing that his 
t was the stupor of freezing that he felt. 
U last, without knowing it, he fell asleep, 
ud did not awaken until early this morn- 
light as if be had had a roof above his 
lead, and save for his frost-bitten finger- 
ips, which had been exposed, he was un- 
njured by his night in the snow.. lie 
esnmed the tramp early in the morning 
nd toward the close of the afterhoon was 
much relieved to strike a camp of survey- 
rs, by whom he was most hospitably 
reated and given directions for complet- 
ng his journey. He arrived here after 
wo more days on the road, and tells the 
tory with considerable satisfaction. 


He says, however, that in all his expe- 


ience in the mountains he never knew of 
anything quite as dreadful as the few mo- 
nents that he imagined he was freezing, 
>ut was really only falling into a peaceful 
ilumber. He says that all the sins and 
>eccadillos of his life passed in sombre 
.accession before his drowsy eyes, and he 
never before realized what a frightful sin- 
ner he had been. 
Since he has arrived 


n this city it has been found necessary 
,o amputate, the firft. joint nf Hm in^iav 
inger on his left hand, as it was quite 
lead from the effects of the frost-bite, 
ind it was feared that trouble might ex- 
.end to the rest of the hand. Otherwise, 
mwever, he is as sound as the proverbial 
dollnr- 


GOOSE AND GANDER. 


Some curious attachments have been 


recorded and commented upon from a 
very early period. 
Pliny, among other 


nstances, refers to a philosopher named 
Lacydes, who had a goose which took so 
strong a fancy to him that it would never 
eave him day or night, unless removed 
jy force. 
The goose was his companion 


wherever he went, following him through 
;he public streets, and always striving to 
je with him in-doors. 
This constancy 


seemed to the philosopher to be inspired 
)y some religious feelings. He therefore 
carefully tended his strange friend while 
it lived, and when it died bestowed upon 
it a magnificent funeral. 
Many similar 


stories of the fidelity of geese toward 
men are known, but unfortunately they 
have not often been so happy in their ter- 
mination. 


The tale told by Bishop Stanley of the 


old blind woman in Germany who was led 
to church every Sunday by a gander, is 
well known; but not so numerous are 
othor anecdotes of tbe love shown by 
these birds for human beings. 


Bishop Stanley, for example, relates 


how one of a flock of geese suddenly de- 
serted its natural companions and, for no 
apparent reason, attached itself to its 
master, a Cheshire farmer, and followed 
him everywhere, like a dog. Through tbe 
busy streets the faithful creature followed 
the farmer, as well as about the farm 
when heheld the plough the goose marched 
sedately before him, with firm step anc 
head erect, turning sharply when the fur- 
row was completed, and fixing its eyes 
intently upon its beloved master, as if to 
ask his guidance. 
When the day's work 


was done, the devoted bird would follow 
the farmer home, enter the house, and at 
eventide, as he sat by the fire, would moun' 
his lap, nestle in his bosom, and preen hi: 
hair with his beak, as it was wont to do 
its own feathers. When the farmer wen 
shooting, still the goose would follow him 
"getting over the fences," to use the 
man's own words, "as well as I could my- 
self." And all this without encourage- 
ment, and indeed in spite of persisten 
discouragement from its master, who ulti 
mately, taking into his foolish bead a su 
perstitious fear that the bird's strange 
friendship foreboded ill, inhumanly killcc 
the faithful servitor. 


Although, frequently, there is no known 


cause for geese attaching themselves t 
men, at other times their affection is evi 
dently prompted by gratitude. 
Buffo 


records the intense love manifested fo 
him hy a young gander which he had res- 


cued from the spite of an older bird. 
Whenever the naturalist went out for i 
stroll into the woods adjoining hisowi 
property, thu1 pander was sure to accom- 
pany him, and would follow him for hours 
in his rambles, without any signs of fa- 
tigue. 
Eventually this close attendance 


of this faithful bird became somewhat 
troublesome, as the poor creature persist- 
•d in following its master everywhere— 
to church, to the houses of friends, and 
so forth. 


"On one occasion,'' says Buflbii, "it 


heard me talking in the rector's upper 
room; as it found the front door open it 
entered, climcd up stairs, and marching 
into the room, gave an exclamation of joy, 
to tlie no slight astonishment of the 
family." 


Another remarkable instance of grati- 


tude in a goose appeared in the provincial 
press some years ago. An old bird of 
surly habits, living in the neighborhood 
of Clystliydon, was in the habit uf follow- 
ng and attacking every person that 
>asscd. One day it tumbled into a deep, 
mrrow drain, whence it was not able to 
;et out again. A laborer passing by dis- 
:overed the gander in the hituaticm and 
:ompassionatcly drew it out. From that 
.line forth the grateful bird followed its 
deliverer about like a dog, nnd allowed 
iim to handle it in any way he liked; but 
singular to relate, to every one else it re- 
mained as spiteful as ever. 


Many similar stones of the goose's at- 


achment to certain individuals arc known, 
mo of the most often alluded to being 
bat of the "Elgin goose," of which it is 
remarked that change of dress made no 
lifTcrcnco in its power of distinguishing 
ts noble master, the carl, for in whatever 
ittire he appeared, the bird recognized 
lini; and whenever he spoke to it re- 
ponded with an expressive cry of sat- 
sfaction.

Tbe place is 
regarded as a sanctuary, to which access 
may be obtained for any gypsy under the 
ban of the law, and if a gypsy can reach 
the place h" may tarry until "nothing fur- 
ther is heard" concerning it. He is gen- 
erally assisted to escape to the sea shore, 
when he goes abroad for • time, to return 
again and commence anew. It is believed 
by some of the shrewdest of the police 
authorities that this cache is a sanctuary 
for stolen goods, in which the produce of 
many of the recent diamond robberies 
has been seoreted, and from thence put 
on board vessels for America, Russia or 
Holland.

No issue of the census, bureau gives 


more surprising results than that which 
embodies the conclusions of Mr. Gannett, 
the geographer of the bureau, as to the 
areas of the States and the nation. No 
doubt this is the first thorough discussion 
of a question which, in the absence of an 
exact survey, cannot be solved with ac- 
curacy. The manner in which the prob- 
lem has DOW been attacked gives some as- 
surance of comparatively trustworthy re- 
sults. Mr. Gannett's method is quite 
fully described in the extra census bulle- 
tin which gives his results. 
In brief, it 


may be said that theaggregate^rea is first j 
ascertained by computing, by means of»»' 
algebraic formula, the areas of the vf !{'• 


1 square d3grees,—that is, tho area conV 
tained between two consecutive parallels 
of latitude and meridians of longitude ; 
and adding to this the surrounding areas 
lying along the coast and the Canadian 
and Mexican boundaries, as nearly as they 
can be computed from the best maps and 
surveys. State areas are ascertained in 
much the same way, but are corrected 
subsequently so as to make the sum of all 
state areas equal to the aggregate. Coun- 
ty areas are computed from the best 
maps, and then corrected arbitrarily so as 
to make their sum equal to the state 
area. 


And now for the results. Mr. Gannett 


finds the whole area of the country, ex- 
clusive of Alaska, to be 8,025,600 squire 
miles, against 3,046,494 square miles ac- 
cording to previous official estimates. 
The total error, therefore, assuming the 
correctness of the present estimate, Was 
less than 21,000 square miles, or two- 
thirds of one per cent. But in the divi- 
sion of the gross area among the States 
and Territories, the variations are some- 
thing astounding. 
These variations are 


seen even in reference to the States 
which have made the most careful official 
surveys,—as for example, Ohio, which is 
now credited with 41,060 square miles in- 
stead of the old amount of 39,964 square 
miles. Mr. Gannett cuts off from Texas 
nearly 800 square miles, and from Cali- 
fornia more than 30,000 square miles,— 
the area of which he deprives her being 
almost identical with the total area of 
South Carolina. He adds to New York 
and cuts down Pennsylvania ; increases 
North Carolina and diminishes South Car- 
olina ; makes the area of Georgia greater 
than that of Florida, contrary to the old 
tables ; and, in short, leaves no former

Ohio farmer, went from Steubenville to 
Stuttgart, ten years ago, to complete his 
musical education, intending to become a 
professional pianist. 
Too constant prac- 


tice brought on a partial paralysis of the 
nerves of his hands, and he was compelled 
to give up his project. 
J. S. Potter of 


Boston was then the American Consul at 
Stuttgart. He employed Jackson as a 
clerk in his office. 
Americans were ex- 


ceedingly unpopular in that city, chiefly 
through the bad conduct of some Ameri- 
can students in the Conservatory, who 
had recently snowballed the King of 
Wurtembcrg as he walked in a public 
park, besides offering him other indigni- 
ties on several occasions. But this feel- 
ing was gradually overcome, principally 
by Jackson's personal tact and popular- 
ity, and he became Vice-Consul. The 
King became his friend and last summer 
invited him to become a member of the 
royal court of Wurtemberg. 
This court 


is not a highly resplendent body, yet the 
offer dazzled the young American, and he 
has become a German citizen to accept it. 
He is now a baron, with an income from 
the public treasury, and nothing to do ex- 
cept to be companionable with the King. 
Moreover, he wins favor from visiting 
monarchs. The King of Holland has 
knighted him, and so has the King of 
Saxony and the Emperor of Austria. 
Baron Jackson, as described by a writer 
in the Boston Herald, is short, fat, and 
lot handsome : but his eyes "have a pleas- 
ant winning expression that lights up his 
"ace and makes it almost fascinating to 
those with whom he is in contact."

or more eminent advocate for the ortho- 
dox faith could be summoned into thi 
controversy that has lately been wagec 
on this high theme, and it is not too much 
to say that Prof. Fisher justifies every 
expectation by the vigor and clearness 
with which he handles the subject. 
He 


disclaims, however, the position of a de- 
)ater, and makes no direct reference to 
3ol. Ingersoll's assaults, although he nec- 
essarily deals with the objections so bril- 
iantly and audaciously presented by that 
iccomplished combatant. He proceeds 
n a very orderly manner to maintain 
series of positions in regard to the origin, 
essential character and 'beneficent effects 
•f the Christian faith, which are intended 
n themselves to furnish the answers to all 
ibjections and cavils. 


In the first place he takes advantage of 


lie position that Christianity is no new 
liing whose present existence calls for 
ustification or apology. 
It is inwrought 


cith the very fibre and substance of the 
est part of modern institutions and civ- 
ization, and has contributed more than 
ny other force to making them what they 
re. We are impressively invited to im- 
jine what they would have been without 
ts agency. The difficulties which it pre- 
ents, some of them of a very perplexing 
laracter, are frankly acknowledged, and 
ifferences of interpretation and under- 
tanding are alluded to as something in- 
eparable from the action of the human 
ind in dealing with any system, complex 


i its details and bearings, however sim- 
le in its character and purpose. 
The idea that Christianity has been a 
ane to mankind is very effectually dis- 
isposed of by an appeal to history and 
it experience of the race. In tracing 
10 development of Divine Revelation 
nd the gradual establishment of the re- 
gion of which Christianity is the con- 
ummation, Prof. Fisher gives a very 
road interpretation to the idea of inspir- 
,ion in the writings which contain its 
ecord and its precepts. 
Thereby he is 


nabled to meet with skill and effectsome 


the most telling arguments of the 


<eptic and the infidel. 
Ho claims, for instance, that the Divine 
cthod was to select a chosen people and 
ad them graduilly up to the plane upon 
hich the fullness of truth could be re- 
ealed to them with a possibility of being 
eceived and propagated. 
There was no 


uddcn transformation of human nature, 
o violent sweeping away of old institu- 
ons and miraculous introduction of a new 
'stem, to which there must be a sudden 
id complete adaptation of mankind, 
quivalent almost to a new creation of the 
ice; but instead of that the chosen peo- 
e were dealt with as men of their own 
•a, and those that surronnded or came in 
ontact with them were similarly treated 
ccording to the requirements of the stags 
' progress reached from time to time, 
ence the evils and abuses characteristic 
' ancient days were not suddenly rooted 
ut, but were restrained and mitigated, 
hile the forces were set at work which 
ere to effect their final annihilation. 
his idea of the gradualness of revelation 
nd the modified character of inspiration 
voids a vast array of difficulties, but at 
ic same time it approximates the pro- 
ess of religious development to that of 
olitical and social development and the 
rowth of civilization generally. To many 
minds it will seem in no small measure to 


>olish the distinction between religious 
evelation and the general supervision of 
nman affairs which all devout minds at- 
ribute to the Deity.

Tevv Testament Scriptures, are such as 
ould be applied to any other contro- 
erted writings. 
Considered in that 


ght they are well-nigh conclusive, but 


they ore in some respects quite differ- 
nt from wha». we have been accustom- 


to in religious controversy. 
The 


testimony of the disciples is tested as 


uman testimony, and the records treated 
s subject to the ordinary accidents and 
ncidents of literature. All this, of 
ourse, does not affect the essential 
laracter of Christian revelation or the 
eligious belief and practice that is 
unded upon it. In dealing with these 


strong case,

left Albany at 2:40 r. M., on Friday last 
was run into by a Tarrytown passenger 
train in the rock cut at Spuyten-Duyvil 
the same evening, and two of the rear 
cars were destroyed by fire. As far as 
known eight lives were lost, and about 4( 
of the passengers sustained injuries. The 
train contained a number of members o: 
the New York Legislature, who were re- 
turning from Albany. 
The scene was 


one of the- most shocking ever witnessed 
even in a railroad catastrophe. 
The 


train which was run into had to stop to 
fix something in the air brake, and 
brakeman, named George Melius, was at 
once sent back with a red lantern to stop 
an approaching train. 
He had time 


enough to go lialf-a-mile before meeting 
the train, but is said must have gone a 
very short distance, and the train had no 
time to come to a halt, hence the colli- 
sion. 
Melius, who had disappeared, was 


subsequent!; arrested. Among the killed 
was State Senator Wagner, of Montgom- 
ery county, N. Y. What was singular he 
was buried' up in a palace car made in 
his own shops. 
Senator Browning says : 


"A short time before the accident oc- 
curred Senator Wagner came through our 
car and said, laughingly, 'Ah, here are 
all the anti-monopolists.' 
He added,' I 


am opposed to monopolies myself, for 
*>ri\3tinies they smash my cars.' 
The 


puffy laughed at 'this sally, and Senator 
Wagner passed forward into the coaches. 
The train slowed up, and was then ap- 
parently about to start again when the 
crash came. I distinctly saw the coaches 
rise up and the engine crash down on top. 
I do not remember much more, as I was 
dazed. I was thrown forward and fell 
over one of those revolving seats.'

—After an election of five days' dura- 


tion, for President, Secretary, Treasurer, 
and Managers of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company, it termina- 
ted in the success of Franklin B. Gowen 
as President of the Company, by a vote 
of 270,984 shares, to 222,617 for Frank 
S. Bond. 
The Secretary and Managers 


of the Gowen ticket were chosen by the 
same vote. 
The Treasurer had no oppo- 


nent. On Saturday the result was an- 
nounced, by the judges of election, that 
Franklin B. Gowen had been elected 
President, Albert Foster Secretary, Sam- 
uel Bradford Treasurer, and J. B. Lip- 
pincott, I. V. Williamson, Henry Lewis, 
Eckley B. Coxe, Edward C. Knight and 
Joseph B. Altemus, Managers. 
It was 


also resolved to consider the vote as re- 
ported by the judges, for Messrs. Gowen 
and Bondj to be the vote cast for and 
against the resolution presented approv- 
ing the bond scheme of Mr. Gowen for 
the rehabilitation of the Company's finan- 
cial affairs. 
They therefore announced 


that 270,984 votes had been cast for the 
resolution, and 222,617 votes against it, 
and declared the resolution adopted. 
There will be no appeal from the result 
of the election as declared. The McCal- 
monts, who own nine millions dollars of 
the stock, and altogether have an inter- 
est in the Company to the amount of 
eighteen millions of dollars, have agreed 
to rest under the decision, so that there 
will be no farther litigation.

,n the same building, the kitchen being 
the rear part of the store, with an en- 
trance to it. It was while Mr. Berkley 
was entering the store through this door 
'or the purpose of getting some kindling 
wood that he was shot, the ball entering 
the right breast and passing through the 
wdy out at the left breast. The robbers 
ired two other shots, but without effect, 
and then fled through'the front storeroom 
door and made their escape. As they had 
no light and Mr. Berkley had none he 
could not give any description that would 
ead to their identity. So far as is known 
nothing but a few revolvers were stolen" 
There is no probability that the wounded 
man will survive the injury. 


—A special dispatch from Kansas City 


iays: "Monday morning an atrocious 
murder was brought to light by a hack- 
nan who went into the store of Frank 
Simons, No. 410 West Fifth street, to 
make a purchase. He found the propri- 
etor on the floor near the stove, with two 
terrible gashos in the back of his head. 
An axe was lying near, with the butt end 
covered with blood. Simons had consider- 
able money, and a note or receipt found 
on his desk would seam to indicate that 
he was in the act of making a loan when 
he was murdered. Hispockets were empty 
and turned inside out. Suspicion attaches 
itself to Jack Fitzmaurice, alias "Wild 
Jack," between whom and Simons there 
had been trouble. Fitzmaurice was re- 
cently appointed city pound keeper and 
had seized Simons' horse. 


—The jury in the case of Robert Lis- 


ter Smith, charged with the malicious 
shooting of Samuel Josephs, Siturdiy af- 
ternoon returned a special verdict ac- 
quitting Smith of the charge of "intent 
to kill," and stating that the act of firing 
the pistol was unintentional.

dents who lived in Northampton, Mass., 
for some time, and who were lately re- 
called home, write that the reports con- 
cerning the imprisonment of the recalled 
students are true. The boys are placed 
in confinement at Shanghai, and so ill- 
treated as to excite the indignation of 
resident foreigners and missionaries. The 
primary cause of this trjatment was the 
false reports of the Chinese officials in 
this country, which were aggravated by 
the avarice of subordinate officers in 
Shanghai, who sought their own personal 
gain at the boys' expense, and in one case 
ran off with their money. The boys are 
homesick for America. Their relatives 
taunt them with being "foreign devils.". 
One of them writes: "I wish I could 
return to dear, philanthropic New Eng- 
land, where teachers are better than moth- 
ers, where friends are better than sisters, 
and classmates more 
agreeable than 


brothers."
